1. Document Dl, which is regarded as the closest prior 
art, discloses a kitchen appliance, from which the 
subject matter of claim 1 differs in that an air 
inlet is provided in the upper side of the housing. 

The subject matter of claim 1 is thus novel (PCT

the problem of cooling parts that are located above 
the drive motor and are exposed to high temperatures 
before the current passes through the drive motor, 
which is heated to a greater degree when the 
appliance is in use.
